London, 29 —A miscreant this morn- 
ing fired a pistol at Queen Victoria, 
while riding on Constitution Hil}, hap- 
pily without effect He was promptly

London, 29, midnight—Tho cacite.

The scheme of Mr. Chaffee to con- 
solidate the western Territories in order 
ig secure their more speedy admission 

States, 1s one which has the merit 
of being novel. What the Territories 
need at the national capital 1s influ- 
ence and representation Neither can 
be properly seoured without State or- 
ganizations The consolidation of Da- 
kota and Nebraska would give this 
State a population of 137,174. Idaho 
and Montana combined would have 
35,994; Washington and Oregon, 114,- 
878, Arizona and the southern portion 
of California, about 40,000, Nevada 
and Utab, 129,277, New Mexico, 91,- 
874, avd Colorado and Wyoming, 48,- 
982. These are the census figures, 
which do not show one-half of the 
present population of Colorado and 
Wyoming, and itis far to presume 
that a similar state of facts exists in re- 
gard to other Territories. If Mr. 
Chaffce’s proposition becomes a law, 
it wiFenable present Territorial organ- 
izations to become States much sooner 
than they otherwise could So far as 
Colorado 18 concerned, it will be mast 
acceptable. We beleve it will be favor- 
ably received in other Territories. —
